Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 46-91 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:. 

Regarding claims 46, 58, the cited prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a 
method for forming a copper wiring comprises a step of removing metal substantially 
completely from said field region by removing metal substantially isotropically from said 
acceleration region and said field region after the plating copper, in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of claims 46 and 58. Regarding claim 80, the cited prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest a method for forming a metal structure comprises a 
step of removing the resist layer from said field region after removing metal from the 
field region, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 80
